cover. Hia symptoms have continued to 
grow more favorable since Saturday, and 
should these continue for three or four 
days longer there will be strong grounds 
on which to hope for his final recovery. 
It must be home in mind, however, that 
President Qarfield is in an extremely 
critical condition. 
But tho stomach

it did last week, and his mind is 
stronger and his physical strength ou tho 
increase. Those conditions have given 
Washington a cheerful look, and the flag 
of hope has. been raised. The surgeons 
in attendance at the White House aro 
more confident thttu at any time during 
the past week, and Dr. Hamilton is cred- 
ited with saying that ho believes tho 
President will recover. Tho hope ot the 
Nation is that the worst haa come, and 
that Oarfield will ba saved ta tho coun- 
try. 


Arrangements have been made in Chi- 


cago to toll tho fire bells immediately on 
the announcement of tho President's 
death. They will strike 49 times each, 
the number of years in his age. 


James Tobin, of Chicago, who murder- 


cd his daughter a year ago last May, has 
been sentenced to tho pententiary for 
life. Tho murder was ouo of the most 
cold-blooded, unprovoked, and brutal 
that ever was committed in Chicago, and 
although he confessed to the killing, and 
there was no dispute as to the manner 
in which ho killed her, his nock was 
saved.

Mrs. Abraham Lincoln is not sick, in 


spite of paragraphs in ono thonsam! 
newspapers of the country. 
Sho is 


peculiar, 
mentally 
n little "off:" 
"hysterics," other old ladies call her 
complaint. But her pursuit of happi- 
ness is hardly more eccentric now than 
much of the time during her entire 


* widowhood.

* net home with a healthful glow 'upon 


f h<er cheek. She wants to go again 


and, if this want doesn't wear out, it 
will be humored often. Sho said it 
was tho best ride she'd had lor a long 
time. And, sure enough, it was, foi 
she had only just let herself out from 
continuous, self-indicted confinement 


< in an upper room during six months 
and more.- Hot even the kindest sis- 
terly entreaty could persuade her feet 
to cross tho chamber threshold till one 
morning early she descended the stairs, 
attired m pink silk and French laces, 
and scolded her servant for not havin«- 
breakfast ready. 
"A pretty hotel," 


aaid sho, scornfully, "to keep guests 
waiting for meals until after train 
time." Of course, tho kitchen maul 
went nearly dait herself at sight ot 
this "guest," and ran to apprise hei 
mistress that Mrs. Lincoln had turned 
over a new loaf ; and, sure encwh, on 
returning to the kitchen, tho maid

Mrs. Lincoln came to this citv to re- 
side soon after her return from Europe 
in October last. She is most consider- 
ately cared for, and all her harmless 
weaknesses humored in the family of 
Hon. N. Edwards. Mrs. Edwards beino- 
her sister.:; She arrived in November! 
and, during the following holiday sea- 
son, she shut herself up in her room, 
mourning the extravagance of the 
times, and childing those about her 
who displayed gifts of jewelry and the 
like. And then she stayed, like a veri- 
table silk-worm, in its self-woven co- 
coon, till the late morning adventure 
as above narrated. What did she do 
there all that time? Principally, she 
overhauled her many trunks, complain- 
ed that she was very sick, and ate full 
meals of substantial food three times a 
day. 
She reconciled ill-health and 
hearty eating by insisting, to tho few 
friends whom she admitted, that her 
/malady was a very peculiar one, com-

in ono eminently related to the tragic 
period in American history, upon which 
the gossips IIMO Iftid hold and woven 
the tnousand-and-onc stories of Mrs 
Lincoln's probable death from day to 


... my. .Ot course, these stories have con- 
^tuntly come back to her Springfield 


; friends with a good deal of surprise; 
and they were tho source of no little 
annoyance, until one day in the latter 
part of January her sister, with the 
;view of securing her indignant denials 
of these fabricated funeral bulletins, 
carried her a handful of such clippinn-s 
—a chapter of lamentations from the 
press of the country. Mrs. Lincoln 
read them slowly through, and her ftico 
lighted up. So far from appoarino- in- 
diguant, sho was delighted to lind her- 
self once moro filling so large a spot in 
public observation.

Care of tlie 


Tho portion that lies between the 


fences and tho ditch employed to drain 
tho public highway is generally in bad 
condition in all respects. No "re venue 
Is derived from it by the public or the 
individual whoso land adjoins it. Its 
appearance is often highly offensive, 
both to persons who live near it, and to 
those who pass along .'tho road. It is in 
many cases the depositoiy of stumps, 
atones, bushes and other sorts of rub- 
bish that are drawn from the fields and 
dumped down to get them out of tho 
way. 
When this is tho ease a large 


portion of the space is likely to become 
occupied by rank weeds and bushes. 
Tho seeds of the former ripen, and are 
carried by tho wind on tho cultivated 
land .in the vicinity. When the ground 
becomes covered with bushes they gen- 
erally extend 'Under the fence ana en- 
croach on tho adjacent fields occupied 
by grass, grain, ; or ^cultivated crops. 
Fires often get a start in these weeds, 
and bushes, destroy the fences and do; 
other damage. The untidy appearance1 
of this strip of land gives a very bad 
appearance to tho entire farm on which 
it borders. It diminishes the value of 
the estate if it is for sale, and American 
farms change owners frequently. 


Many farmers decline to do anything 


toward improving .the land beside a 
highway because tW think that it be- 
longs to tho public absolutely, -and that 
they would derive no benefit 
from 


their labors if they took the best care 
of it. Such, however, is not the case. 
The public has only a qualified right to 
tho land set apart for a road. If the 
highway is for any cause discontinued, 
tho absolute ownership of tho land is 
immediately vested in the owner of tho 
property to which it once belonged. 
Even while a portion of tho tract is 
occupied by a road, the owner of the 
adjoining land has the right to improve 
tho remainder and to have tho benefit 
of its products, providing ho docs noth-; 
ing to Injutoi .travel or interfere with 
tho work of persons who have charge 
of tho road. 
Ho is entitled to the 


grass or other crops that grow upon it. 
Local laws afford protection to shade. 
fruit and ornamental trees planted by 
the side of a road, as well as to their 
products. Indeed, the laws of several 
States encourage tho planting and care 
of these trees by affording a rebate of 
taxes when sneh trees arc planted and 
cultivated. They also impose severe 
penalties-oil pel-sons who injure them 
in any manner. In most of the West- 
ern States tho lawmakers have done all 
that was inthoir poworto encourage the 
improvement of roadsides. 


As the strip of land between tho farm 


nnd traveled portions of the road is so 
narrow, it is not economical to plow it 
with a view of raising cultivated crops. 
In fact, it is not desirable to plow it, as 
the operation would cause it to wash 
and would prevent it from beino- used 
by travelers on foot. It is desirable to 
keep tho larger portions of it in grass. 
By keeping the surface f rco from stones 
and other impediments tho grass can bo 
c_ut nnd cured like that growing in a 
liold. It is generally tho c:isc in por- 
tions of the country settled for a con- 
siderable time that tho land by the side 
of a road will bo occupied with white 
clover. Tho excellent drainage afforded 
by the ditch nt the side anil the fertil- 
izers blowing from the road-bed, both 
favor the growth of 
white clover. 


When this valuable plant obtains pos- 
session of tho land it can bo used for 
pasturage. Sheep and other stock can 
bo turned onto it onco a week or as 
often as desirable, and left in care of a 
competent person. 
The roots and 


creeping stalks of white clove arc ex- 
cellent : I'or protecting the banks, and 
they will naturally extend into tho sides 
of the ditches and prevent their wash- 
ing. 
The judicious use of a small 


amount of white clover seed will insure 
tho introduction of the plant on road- 
sides. 


The location under consideration is 


very favorable in r.U respects for the 
production of trees that* will furnish 
irnits and nuts. It is well drained, and 
good drainage is essential to successful 
tree culture. The washing from the 
road furnishes excellent fertilizing ma- 
terials. Tho road itself is very con- 
venient for transporting tho trees as 
well as manure and mulch. Tho trees 
ore where they may be soon every day 
nnd their condition noticed. It has 
long been noticed that the presence of 
lino dust, such as is constantly rising 
from a traveled road, is favorable to 
the growth of trees and the production 
of fruit and nuts. Trees planted by the 
side of a road have sufliciont spnco in 
which to grow, do not injure annual 
crops, and their prod nets are clear gain. 
Many fruit trees and all nut-bearing 
trees are ornamental as well as useful? 
The best fruit trees to plant by the side 
of a road arc those that produce late 
varieties of apples. 
Early varieties of 


apples are liable to lead persons into 
temptation. Tho black walnut, pecan. 
butternut and hickory arc all beautiful 
and stately trees, ;T,hey serve tho pur- 
pose of ornamentation as well as most 
of our hardy forest trees, while they 
furnish, when of considerable size, nn 
abundance of nuts. The ti-oos are difli- 
cult to transplant, but the nuts can bo 
planted in the places whero trees are 
desired*

Cottdnwood, balm of Gilead, all kinds 


of willows; and. poplars, should be dis- 
carded in' selecting trees to 'plant by tho 
side of roads. They have nothing to 
commend them but their quick growth. 
They throw out sprouts from the roots, 
>yhile their branches arc exceedingly 
liable to bo taken off by the wind orby 
accumulations of sleet. The common 
locust is objectionable on account of 
the raanv sprouts thrown out at tho 
roots, while the trunks aro generally 
attacked by the borers.: The soft ma- 
ple makes a' rapid growth, and some- 
times becomes a:beautiful -tree, but it 
is generally infested -with borers, while 
it snckcrs badly, and thelimbs frequent- 
ly break off by the action of winds and 
sleet. During the past few years the 
presence of worms on willow trees 
makes them exceedingly undesirable. 
The characteristics tlcsired in street 
trees arc . hardiness, freedom from 
sprouts and suckers, fine and abundant 
foliage, general cleanliness and strength 
of trunk and limb. These desirable 
qualities are all found united in tho elm 
and sugar or rock manlo. They aro 
only objectionable on account of their 
slow growth. Tho different varieties 
ot the ash are all excellent, while there 
aro few objections to the European 
larch, tho horse chestnut, the American 
linden or bosswucd, wild chen-v and the 
ash-leaved maplo.— Chicago Times. 


How to Can Fruits and Vegetables. 
All fruit nnd vegetables do not re- 


quire the same degree of heat, or the 
same continued application of heat. 
Fruits of delicate texture, sneh as the 
strawberry, 
raspberry, 
blackberry, 


gooseberry and currant, should not bo 
brought quite to the boiling point; 
while apples, .pears, quince and peach 
may be boiled," but not so rapidly as to 
soften or macerate them. Tho best way 
to can fruit is to have it quite ripe; 
then pack firmly in cans, adding wutor 


according to tho dryncss or juicy char- 
acter.of the fruit. 
After this seal the 


can, 
Icavinga vent for theescapoof the 


gas. Then place tho cans in a larger 
vessel containing cold water and bring 
this to a boil. For berries boil five 
minutes, then stand to cool thirty min- 
utes. For other fruits, boil from ten to 
twenty minutes, then stand to .cool 
forty minntps. Tho object in allowing 
thorn to cool is to givo time for tho 
gases to escape through the vent before 
finally sealing. 
Strawberries and cher- 


ries should bo kept from the light to 
preserve their color. 
This may be 


done b}' wrapping them in dark-col- 
ored paper and keeping them in a cool 
place. 


For green corn, pens and beans, if 


conned in that way they need to boil 
five or six hours hard, then cool forty 
minutes. But tho best way to can corn 
is to cut the corn from the cob when it 
is iu nice order for roasting oars. 
Put 


it 011 and cook three quarters of an hour, 
or until it is done; put in salt enough 
for taste and stir it through: this helps 
to keep it. Then if you use glass jars, 
fill them full of tho boiling corn, put on 
tho tops, and I think you will have nice 
corn tho coming winter. 


To fill glass jars without breaking 


them, I wring a towel out of cold 
water, set the jar on a part of tho cloth, 
and then wrap tho rest around the jar; 
I hnvo never broken ono yet. This is, 
of course, loss work, and I prefer it for 
corn. 


If ono wishes to cook fruit before 


putting it in cans, add what sugar will 
suit tho taste, then boil five.'.minutes, 
and while boiling fill tho jar quite full 
and cover quickly. Glass jars arc the 
best for this use, as the tops aro so 
easily 
adjusted.—Cor.
